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Romans 3:20, “Therefore by the deeds of the law there 
shall no flesh be justified in his sight: for by the 
law is the knowledge of sin.” 


Carefully consider our text passage of Scripture 
from Romans 3:20, “Therefore by the deeds of the 
law there shall no flesh be justified in his sight: 
for by the law is the knowledge of sin.” The 
Holy Bible says that BY THE LAW IS THE KNOWLEDGE 
OF SINS. That means the purpose of God's LAW is to 
show men their SINNERSHIP. Please don't miss what 
the Bible is saying here. The apostle Paul is teaching 
that a man CANNOT be justified in God's sight by the 
deeds of the law. And then he expounds further, explaining that the intent of 
the law is to show men their sinnership. It is the Ten Commandments of God 
which give men the KNOWLEDGE that they are woeful sinners, for we have ALL 
broken God's commandments. If you understand this great truth, then it 
becomes abundantly clear why turning away from a sinful lifestyle to be saved 
is utter nonsense and heresy!!! 





Please consider Romans 3:19, “Now we know that what things soever 
the law saith, it saith to them who are under the law: that every 


before God.” Again, we see that the PURPOSE of God's law is to manifest to 
men their sinnership. By attempting to keep the law, we are all shown to be 
guilty sinners, and all boasting of any self-righteousness is immediately 
dispensed. Who is under the law? Why, the unsaved person of course! The 
born-again believer is under the grace of the Gospel. So the law ONLY speaks 
to the unregenerate person, showing him or her that they are a guilty sinner in 
the sight of a holy God. And the reason for this is to POINT THEM TO CHRIST. 
Galatians 3:24-26, “Wherefore the law was our schoolmaster to 
bring us unto Christ, that we might be justified by faith. But after 
that faith is come, we are no longer under a schoolmaster. For ye are 
all the children of God by faith in Christ Jesus.” 


You'll never hear a simpler explanation that what I am giving you. God has 
made two great divisions in His Word—the Old Covenant (LAW) and the New 
Covenant (GRACE). The covenant of grace is THE GOSPEL. The LAW gives a 
man the knowledge that he is a guilty sinner in God's sight and; therefore, 
needs a Savior. The “law was our schoolmaster to bring us to Christ,” our 
great Redeemer, to be saved. When anyone teaches that a person must turn 
away from sins to be saved, they are misusing the law. Instead of the law 
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being used to give the “KNOWLEDGE OF SIN,” it is being misused as a 
REQUIREMENT FOR SALVATION. Do you see how awful and satanic this is? 
Many preachers today are using God's law as they would a hammer to do the 
job of a screwdriver! Many Baptist churches are using the law as they would a 
drill to do the job of a flashlight. I am being facetious of course. Romans 3:20 
plainly teaches that God's LAW exists to give “THE KNOWLEDGE OF SIN.” I'd 
dare say that at least HALF of today's independent Baptist churches have been 
deceived by the Devil, being drawn into the lie of FALSE REPENTANCE. 


So What Does the Bible Teach About Repentance? 
TRUE REPENTANCE is simply a change of mind unto the Gospel itself. 


When a man sees himself as a guilty 
Sinner in the eyes of a holy God, and 
judges himself as a needy sinner 
before God, that is repentance. We are 
saved by placing our TRUST in the 
Gospel. The Gospel means Good 
News. It is the Good News of Jesus 
Christ crucified, buried and risen. God 
Saves any person who receives 
Christ's sacrifice on the cross as 
payment for their sins, believing that 
He was buried, and bodily resurrected 
three days later (1st Corinthians 15:1- 





4). 


Clearly, what I just taught you from the Holy Bible has nothing to do with 
turning away from sinful living. You cannot show me even one place in the 
inspired King James Bible where it says to “turn from sin” or “repent of sin” to 
be saved. It doesn't exist. Yet, why do most Baptist churches today, as 
evidenced by their corrupt tracts and statements of faith, require turning away 
from sinful behavior to receive the free gift of God? Obviously they are 
doctrinally flawed, and not saved, because they are NOT teaching the Gospel of 
free grace. Where did this corruption come from? The biggest source of the 
Satanic Alexandrian theology are the hundreds of modern corrupt Bible 
PERversions!!!

Churches That are Against Lordship Salvation, But Still Errantly 
Teach False Repentance 
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As strange as it seems, there are independent Baptist churches es i that 
preach against the heresy of Lordship Salvation, while at the i 
same time teaching that a person cannot be saved without 
turning away from a sinful lifestyle (which is false repentance). 
There are pastors who preach against the heresy of having to 
make Jesus the Lord (Master) of one's life to be saved, yet those 
very same pastors have been duped into the heresy of false 
repentance. Folks, in this article I want to lay to rest the matter 
of repentance. It is quite simple if we look to the Holy Scriptures as our only 
authority. Stop listening to all the popular radio and TV preachers and 
“SEARCH THE SCRIPTURES” (John 5:39). 





So we are addressing two different and distinct heresies, which both fall under 
the umbrella of . You need to be aware of these. Just because a church 
preaches against Lordship Salvation DOESN'T mean that they are okay on 
repentance. 


You need to avoid BOTH of the following heresies: 


e LORDSHIP SALVATION—Errantly says you must receive Jesus 
as your “Lord,” not just Savior. As Lord (Master) you must commit 
your life to serve Him and obey Him the best that you can. This 
means you cannot continue living in willful sin and friendship with 
the world. This heresy adds discipleship to the Gospel to be 
saved. 


e WRONG REPENTANCE—FErrantly says a person must turn away 
from a sinful lifestyle to be saved. This heresy falsely claims that 
a person cannot come forward at invitation time to receive the 
Savior, unless they leave their sins in the pew. 


These are not the Gospel of free grace. Turning away from sinful behavior is 
not a requirement to receive the gift of God. It is ridiculous to tell people that 
they must turn away from sinful activities to be saved, because NO ONE can 
turn away from their sins. If a person must desire to leave their sins to be 
saved, then it opens a huge can of worms. How much sin is permissible? At 
what point is a person determined not to be saved, or never to have been 
saved at all? I mean, if turning away from sins is evidence of salvation, how 
could we ever know (since we all still sin) when we've crossed the line with 
God? There is no clear answer if you are examining your lifestyle and heart for 
the answer; however, the answer is 100% clear as a blue-sky sunny day if you 
examine the Holy Scriptures—NO AMOUNT of sin is acceptable with God. The 
Lord's perfect standard is absolute righteousness!!! 


This is the whole reason why God needed to send His only begotten Son, 
Jesus, into the world. Jesus was the PERFECT, sinless, spotless, Lamb of God. 
John 1:29, “The next day John seeth Jesus coming unto him, and saith, 
Behold the Lamb of God, which taketh away the sin of the 
world.” The Holy Bible teaches that Jesus never sinned, not even once. The 
Lord never spoke one sinful word during His earthly life and ministry. Jesus 
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wasn't just a good man, He was a perfect man in all aspects! 1st Peter 2:21- 
22, ‘For even hereunto were ye called: because Christ also suffered for 
us, leaving us an example, that ye should follow his steps: Who did 
no sin, neither was guile found in his mouth.” Christ became our 


Sacrifice on the cross, paying a debt that He did not owe, because we owed a 
massive debt of sin that we could not pay!!!

SIMULTANEOUSLY JUSTIFIED AND SINFUL” 
The picture to the right is truly 

worth 1,000 words. It shows 

how God can view a person as being sinful and yet justified at the same time. I 
love the following precious passage of Scripture from Romans 5:20, 
“Moreover the law entered, that the offence might abound. But where 
sin abounded, grace did much more abound.” The unsaved person 
is still under the curse of God's LAW; but the born-again believer is now under 
God's redeeming GRACE! Whew, the very thought of that truth cheers my 
heart and puts a big smile on my face! When a believer sins (and we all still do 
every day), God's GRACE abounds that much more! There is NO condemnation 
for the Christian believer!!! John 3:18a, “He that believeth on him is not 
condemned...” 


In Evangelist Ray Comfort's popular work, “Ihe Evidence Bible,” which is based 
upon the corrupt Amplified Bible, Ray completely ignores Romans 4:5-6 
concerning imputation; nor does he mention the word “imputation” in the 
concordance in back of his reference Bible.

Since it is not possible to an unbeliever to 
become a believer without changing his mind, it is therefore 
unnecessary to say anything about it. The only thing for a 
man to do in order to be saved is to believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ: and to believe on Him ts the same thing as receiving 
Him (John 1:11-13).” —Pettingill, William; “Bible Questions

Those are beautiful quotes, clearly explaining the truth about repentance and 
salvation. I fear more than HALF of all Baptists are going straight to Hell when 
they enter into eternity, because they've placed their faith in wrong repentance 
(turning from sins) and Lordship Salvation (discipleship). The LAW gives the 
KNOWLEDGE OF SIN, and that is its only role in God's plan of salvation.

“In all that I have written I have failed completely to 
express what was surging up in my soul if I have given 
anyone the impression that I think of repentance as 
something meritorious which must be produced in man 
by self-effort ere he is fit to come to God for salvation.”

I agree 100%! The entire concept of Lordship Salvation is based in human 
effort. Most of our evangelical churches today have bought into the lie that it's 
not enough to believe the Gospel of Jesus Christ to be saved. The Gospel is 
that Jesus Christ DIED, was BURIED and RESURRECTED from the dead three 
days later (1st Corinthians 15:1-4). If you receive Christ's sacrifice on the 
cross as full payment for your sins, then you are saved. But don't I have to 
repent? Yes, of course! Biblical repentance is “a change of mind” that causes a 
person to believe the Gospel. Repentance is NOT a desire to stop sinning. 
Repentance is realizing that you are a SINNER and need the Savior, and so you 
believe the Gospel and are saved. Repentance is changing your mind about 
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whatever was previously hindering you from completely resting in Christ for 
Salvation. 


Clearly, Ironside taught a Free Grace view of the Gospel. Consider further the 
following quote by Pastor Ironside... 


“The Gospel is not a call to repentance, or to 
amendment of our ways, to make restitution for past 
sins, or to promise to do better in the future. These 
things are proper in their place, but they do not 
constitute the Gospel; for the Gospel is not good advice 
to be obeyed, it is good news to be believed. Do not 
make the mistake then of thinking that the Gospel is a 
call to duty or a call to reformation, a call to better 
your condition, to behave yourself in a more perfect 
way than you have been doing in the past... 


Nor is the Gospel a demand that you give up the world, 
that you give up your sins, that you break off bad 
habits, and try to cultivate good ones. You may do all 
these things, and yet never believe the Gospel and 
consequently never be saved at all.”

Look back to our beginning verse in Matthew 27:3. It says that Judas repented

Jesus, knowing that Judas was a known thief (John 12:6), chose Judas to be an 
Apostle in accordance with God's sovereign will. Never underestimate the will 
of God in your life. Sometimes things may seem all wrong, forever in shambles 
and hopeless, but God truly does work in mysterious ways. In hindsight we see 
the purpose of Judas being made an Apostle in God's plan, but at the time the 
other Apostles probably wondered why Jesus chose such a shady man to join 
their group. I mean, would you put a known thief in charge of your group's 
money bag? Jesus made Judas their treasurer, knowing that Judas loved 
money, was unsaved and according to John 6:70 had a devil in him. God works 
in mysterious ways! 
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Judas didn't believe on Christ and had never learned the sweetness of God's 
love and forgiveness. Peter knew of these things. Sadly, Judas is in Hell today, 
but Peter is in Heaven. When asked by the Lord Whom He was, Peter 
exclaimed, “THOU ART THE CHRIST, THE SON OF THE LIVING GOD"!!! Amen 
and amen!!! Matthew 16:16, “And Simon Peter answered and said, 
Thou art the Christ, the Son of the living God.” Judas never 
expressed such faith in the Lord, because he had none. 


May I quote the words of Harry A. Ironside... 


“Repentance is the very opposite of 
meritorious experience. It is the 
confession that one is utterly without 
merit, and if he is ever saved at all it 
can only be through the merits of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, 'who gave himself 
a ransom for all.’ Here is firm footing 
for the soul who realizes that all self- 
effort is but sinking sand. Christ 
alone is the Rock of our salvation.”

Clearly, Ironside taught a Free Grace view of the Gospel. Dr. Ironside correctly 
recognized repentance as the confession that “one is utterly without merit” and 
that if one is “ever saved at all it can only be through the merits of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” Salvation is without works of self-righteousness. Romans 4:5 
plainly teaches that a man's faith is COUNTED for righteousness, i.e., the 
righteousness of Jesus Christ is imputed to one's heavenly record by faith.
